America

WASHINGTON 
WI — President 
Eisenhower said today he wanted 
to reiterate that the United States 
is ready to do anything to ease 
world tension. 
He-added, however, that so far 
as any top-level conference of 
the Western powers with Russia 
is concerned 
there 
would 
he 
many dangers involved in hold­ 
ing a conference without a spe­ 
cific list of topics to be covered. 
The President’s views, expressed 
at his weekly press 
conference, 
came 
after 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader Knowland 
(R-Calif) 
had 
suggested a high-level big power 
conference this year to deal with 
European questions, such as uni­ 
fication of Germany. 
He said ratification of the Ger­ 
man rearmament treaties, now be­ 
fore the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, would appear to make 
a German settlement “ a reason­ 
able goal to shoot at for this year.”

“THE QUESTION of 
Germany 
would seem to lend itself to settle­ 
ment more readily than the situa­ 
tion in the Far East.” he .said. 
Knowland has demanded in the 
past that the United States avoid 
any 
East-West conference 
until 
the Soviet Union shows she wants 
to end the cold war. 
Sen. George (D-Ga) indicated in 
a separate interview that 
major 
East - West problems 
in 
Europe 
might be ripe for solution in a 
few months. He said a top-level 
meeting between Western leaders 
and the Russians should be held 
by this autumn.

Nebraska Pen 
Convicts End 
Their Revolt 


LINCOLN, Neb. W—Eight weary 
Nebraska 
penitentiary 
convicts 
ended a 65-hour rebellion early to­ 
day and released unharmed three 
hostages—two guards and another 
prisoner. 
The convicts surrendered after 
four of them received personal as­ 
surances from Gov. Victor E And­ 
erson on the prison 
punishment 
they would receive, 
The guards, Eugene Swan son, 34, 
and Warren Miller, 43. were re­ 
leased first. Thirteen minutes lat­ 
er the eight rebel convicts and the 
hostage inmate walked unguarded 
to the main prison buildings where, 
by agreement with the governor, a 
warm meal waited. 
Eleven men had been holed up 
since 10:30 a

Sunday i n the 
I maximum 
security 
hulloing,

J three - story brick 
and 
concrete 
structure, separated from the oth- 
| er prison buildings although on the 
prison grounds. 
Their only food had been a loaf

j from the outset that the

In School Bills 


Measures To Force 
8 Basic Subjects, End 
Secret Groups Talked 


COLUMBUS un—'Tile Ohio House 
and Senate 
yesterday 
tossed 
a 
couple of hot school potatoes at 
each other 
The House wound 
up 
with 
a 
much-amended bill on its hands 
designed to force Ohio schools to 
teach eight basic 
subjects. 
The 
Senate was tossed the issue of put­ 
ting this in the state law of many j 
years’ standing 
which 
prohibits I 
fraternities and sororities in public ] 
schools. 
The Senate yesterday passed, 
22 IO, 
a 
House-approved 
bill 
known generally as the “three 
R’s" bill. The bill went back to 
the House whence it started, for 
approval of three key amend­ 
ments. 
The bill to make expulsion from 
school the price of membership in 
high school fraternities* and soror­ 
ities passed the House, 109-13, after 
more than an hour of bickering 
The measure now is in the hands 
of the Senate for final disposal. 
The bill-trading act was 
com­ 
pleted after thousands of words of 
sound and fury which delayed ad 
jeurnment of both houses far be­ 
yond their usual hour. 
Scheduled today are floor votes 
Jon six hills—four in the Senate and 
I two in the House. All are of limited 
interest.

• 
IN THE HOUSE, only throe bills 
which have received committee ap­ 
proval await a floor vote. Then 
the House cupboard will be bare. 
The Senate has 31 bills available 
for vote—a total which could pro- 
vice daily calendars for the upper 
chamber for two weeks or more. 
This situation appears to stem 
from the fact House commutes 
are killing almost as many bills 
as they are approving. 
While there may be room for 
argument that this situation may 
be of benefit to the state as a 
whole, it still does

provide 
fodder for the daily floor sessions 
of the House. 
The original idea 
behind the 
required basic subjects bill be­ 
fore the Senate yesterday was to 
restore a requirement (part of

The Ohio School Survey Commit­ 
tee, which spent 16 months study­ 
ing Ohio school problems, recom­ 
mended the Legislature look into 
the matter of required subjects. A J

IN YESTERDAY’S bitter floor 
fight, a

Many attempts were made on 
I the House floor to amend the bill 
to provide expulsion for members 
of high school fraternities and so­ 
rorities.

out many Ohio school administra­ 
tors want teeth in the ban on such 
groups to help them enforce the 
law and declared the lack of an 
effective penalty is the reason fra­ 
ternities and sororities flourish in 
face of the legal ban. 
Under the bill which was rec­ 
ommended by the Ohio School Sur­ 
vey Committee, public school pu­ 
pils would be given 30 days’ warn­ 
ing to quit fraternities or sorori­ 
ties under penalty of expulsion for 
the remainder of the semester.

After more than two weeks, the 
Red Cross fund raising campaign 
is not yet half way to its goal— 
and the campaign leaders admit 
they have a growing concern. 
T h e Wednesday n o o n report 
showed $4,424 had been turned in; 
that left $4,776 to go before Hie 
goal of $9,200 is reached. 
While Joseph Peters, the rani 
paign chairman, and Don Wood, 
the Red Cross chapter president 
here, do not minimize the over­ 
all importance of the Red Cross 
and its varied 
services, 
their 
anxiety over the bogging down of 
the campaign was centered on the 
threat failure posed for the blood 
bank program. 
Miss Christene Evans, the ad­ 
ministrator of Memorial Hospital 
here, said it would be “ tragic” if 
Fayette County is cut off from par­ 
ticipation in the Red Cross blood 
program because of failure of this 
fund-raising campaign. 
Miss Evans went on to explain 
that many times the immediate 
availability of blood—which comes 
from the Red Cross blood 
bank 
now*—has been the difference be­ 
tween life and death. 
It would be impractical, if it ac­ 
tually would be possible, for the 
hospital to maintain its own blood 
bank. For one thing, the cost would 
be virtually prohibitive.

WITHOUT THE Red Cross blood 
bank. Miss Evans said time would

than the cost, especially in cases 
of emergency. She pointed out that

Columbus Vets

COLUMBUS Ut)—An angry crowd 
of 110 veterans last night flatly re­ 
jected a contractor’s offer to buy 
back their homes during a dispute 
on construction. 
Meeting in a Clinton Twp. fire­ 
house, the group issued a state­ 
ment which said they had used 
up their GI eligibility and their 
life savings to buy the homes. 
“The responsibility in this mat­

is

cracked ceilings and defective fur­ 
naces; it involves whether the GI J 
Bill is a benefit for veterans or j 
rather an opportunity 
to 
exploit 
veterans,” the statement said. 
Contractor 
William 
IL 
Davis, 
who built the 273-home North Lin­ 
den subdivision, offered yesterday 
to buy back the homes from any 
unhappy owners. 
Regional Veterans 
Administra­ 
tion officials in Cincinnati have as­ 
signed men to investigate alleged 
building code violations in the 2- 
year-old project. 
Contractor Davis said

been unable to learn of “ a single 
violation” of the building code or 
any deviation from the plans and 
specifications.

It showed that 
Eisenhower would defeat Stevenson now 
with 59 pere (tit as against. 41 percent of 
the vote (a substantially larger margin 
than was registered in 1952), and that he 
would overwhelm Kcfauver, 64 percent to 
26 percent But Stevenson would take the 
measure of Nixon, with — 61 percent to 
39 percent. 
A while ago it was rumored that the 
President would not run—that he was de­ 
termined to retire and enjoy life at the 
end of one term. Now the Washington con­ 
sensus seems to be that he will run. The 
pressure on hun to do so is terrific. 
When Republicans appraise the vote di­ 
vision and prospective candidates, they 
are led to believe that he is the only man 
who appears likely to win for them. There 
could however be important new develop­ 
ments before the end of this year.
